It is a bigger thing tiiuii 
the deal by means of wliieh Heeretary of the Treasury Mel­ 
lon made himself the king of the aluminum iudusfry by 
getting ppsessiou of the choicest bauxite lai.ih of the coun­ 
try. Most people think of Mellon as a hanker. The way 
he made his money was by grahl»ing natural resources that 
briong to the people.
